e Develop an individual health plan if indicated, such as for a child with special health care needs, medication,
asthma, or allergies.
Contractors must track health care coordination for each child which includes:
e Health referrals.
e Follow-up to ensure treatment is completed.
e Planning for ongoing health care needs.
Contractors must also assist families to:
e Advocate for their child’s health and safety needs.
e Obtain information on fluoridation, if needed.
e Access health information on topics of parent interest.
Contractors must maintain documentation of these health coordination services.
Famin Section F of the ECEAP Performance Standards:

Contractors must provide a minimum of three hours of family support contact per year with each child’s parent. Most
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Pa rtnerships family support contact must occur face-to-face in the home, school, or other location convenient to the parent. Phone
contact may be used when a parent is unable to meet face-to-face or for brief follow-up. Family support contact must
start as early in the service year as possible. During family support contact, staff work in partnership with individual
families to:

e Assess family strengths and needs.

e Set family goals.

e Assist families in accessing community resources.

e Follow up on progress toward goals.

e Coordinate transitions between ECEAP and home, childcare, and kindergarten.
ECEAP Family Engagement Services include parent engagement in children’s learning, family and parent goal setting,
employment and training, health, social service resources.
Contractors must inform parents about community resources and provide assistance in accessing resources, such as
housing, energy assistance, legal services, health or dental care, mental health, chemical dependency, domestic
violence services, childcare, food, clothing, parenting, adult education, adult literacy, or job skills. Staff must document
referrals and follow-up.
